OUR  FIRST  CHURCH  PAPER. 


AS  soon  as  the  Reformed  Church  awoke  to  the 
need  of  educating  her  own  missionaries,  and 
to  take  care  of  her  own  people  scattered  | 
throughout  the  country,  she  found  it  necessary  to  have  j 
a  Church  paper.  The  claims  of  the  Seminary  and  the  j 
Mission  work  must  be  told  to  the  people.  The  Home  j 
Mission  Board  started  “The  Magazine  of  the  German  j 
Reformed  Church”  in  1828,  and  Dr.  Lewis  Mayer,  j 
the  first  Professor  in  the  Theological  Seminary,  was  j 
chosen  its  first  editor.  The  progress  of  the  Church  I 
and  the  Church  paper  have  always  been  vitally  con-  1 
nected.  They  are  so  now,  and  always  will  be.  The  j 
Magazine  was  first  published  at  Carlisle,  then  at  | 
York,  then  at  Chambersburg,  and  since  1864  in 
Philadelphia.  Its  name  was  soon  changed  to  that 
of  “The  Messenger  of  the  German  Reformed  Church.” 
With  slight  changes  in  name,  and  marked  changes 
in  its  make-up,  The  Messenger  has  been  issued  con¬ 
tinuously  for  seventy-five  years.  The  oldest  Church 
paper  in  the  United  States  today  is  only  five  years 
older  than  The  Messenger.  Above  will  be  found  a 
group  containing  the  portraits  of  its  former  Editors- 


in-Chief.  The  record  is  as  follows’:  Rev.  Lewis 
Mayer,  D.D.  (1828-35),  Rev.  B.  Schneck,  D.D. 
(1835-44  and  47-52),  Rev.  S.  R.  Fisher,  D.D.  (1840- 
75),  Rev.  P.  S.  Davis,  D.D.  (1875-87),  Rev.  C.  G. 
Fisher,  D.D.  (1887-96).  The  founding  of  our  first 
Church  paper  was  an  important  event ;  and  now  at 
the  close  of  three-quarters  of  a  century  it  is  only 
proper  that  its  significance  should  be  recognized. 
During  this  year  there  should  be  “A  Messenger  Day” 
in  every  church,  that  the  worth  and  importance  of 
the  Church  paper  may  be  shown  to  the  people. 


LOOKING  BACKWARD. 

During  the  year  1903  the  Reformed  Church  made 
substantial  progress.  Many  new  churches  were  built ; 
many  others  were  remodeled.  The  interest  of  the 
people  in  the  benevolent  work  of  the  Church  was  not 
only  maintained  but  increased.  The  contributions 
to  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  were  larger  than  ever 
before.  There  was  no  falling  off  in  the  number  of 
students  for  the  ministry.  The  church  services  were 
well  attended — an  evidence  of  faith,  in  pulpit  and  in 
pew.  The  Church  is  becoming  conscious  of  her 
worth,  her  strength  and  her  duty.

THE  HEW  DORMITORY  AT  MERCERSBURO. 


A  GROWING  AND  PROSPEROUS  SCHOOL. 

THE  name  of  Mercersburg  has  always  been  as¬ 
sociated  in  the  minds  of  Reformed  people 
with  education.  The  little  mountain  town 
has  been  made  famous  through  its  schools.  At 
present  its  Academy  is  taking  rank  among  the  very 
first  Boys’  Preparatory  Schools  in  the  United  States. 
Under  the  presidency  of  Dr.  Irvine  it  has  been  stead¬ 
ily  growing  until  at  present  it  enrolls  the  names  of 
325  boys.  This  growth  has  made  it  necessary  to 
erect  a  new  dormitory  which  will  accommodate  150 
students.  Every  available  room  in  the  town  has  been 
secured,  but  nevertheless  seventy  boys  were  turn¬ 
ed  away  for  lack  o,f  accommodations.  This  school 
has  its  own  pastor,  and  maintains  its  foreign  mis¬ 
sionary,  Dr.  J.  Albert  Beam,  Medical  Missionary  at 
Yo  Chau,  China.  Under  the  president’s  leadership 
the  school  contributes  towards  the  erection  of  the 
new  hospital  and  dispensary  to  be  erected  for  Dr. 
Beam,  and  will  support  the  principal  of  the  Boys’ 
School. 

THE  REFORMED  CHURCH  AND  CIVIL  LIBERTY, 

The  President  of  the  first  United  States  Congress, 
and  seven  of  the  Governors  of  Pennsylvania,  have 
been  men  of  German  descent. 

In  Switzerland  the  Reformed  people  contended  for 
both  civil  and  religious  liberty.  The  Palatines  left 


their  homes  because  there  they  could  have  neither. 
In  America  this  same  spirit  early  showed  itself.  When 
it  was  doubtful  whether  the  Quakers,  who  were 
royalists,  or  the  Scotch-Irish  should  prevail  in  the 
vote  of  Pennsylvania  for  or  against  joining  the  other 
colonies,  the  franchise  was  given  to  the  German 
population.  By  their  vote  it  was  decided  that  Penn¬ 
sylvania  should  join  in  the  struggle  for  independ¬ 
ence.  When  the  Liberty  Bell  was  in  danger  of  fall¬ 
ing  into  the  hands  of  the  British  it  was  hauled  to 
Allentown  and  hidden  in  Zion’s  Reformed  church. 
After  Robert  Morris  gave  up  in  despair  the  office  of 
Treasurer  for  the  Continental  Congress  it  was  Hille- 
gas,  a  member  of  the  Reformed  Church  who  raised 
$100,000  to  save  Washington’s  army  from  destruc¬ 
tion.  Few  people  know  that  the  mother  tongue  of 
William  Penn  was  Dutch  and  that  he  was  able  to 
preach  in  that  tongue.

OUR  HUNGARIAN  WORK. 

THIS  work,  begun  in  1890,  has  made  noteworthy 
progress.  We  now  have  fourteen  Hungarian 
missionaries  at  work  in  as  many  charges. 

2.  In  these  missions  a  large,  regular  membership 
is  enrolled,  besides  many  who  come  great  distances 
to  special  services ;  and  the  missionaries  also  go  as 
often  as  they  can  to  adjacent  towns,  preaching  and 
administering  the  sacraments. 

3.  Of  a  possible  one  million  Hungarians  in  the 
United  States  about  one  hundred  thousand  are  mem¬ 
bers  of  our  Church  in  Hungary. 

4.  The  missionaries  publish  “The  Sentinel,”  a 
large  weekly  Hungarian  church  paper,  and  also,  a 
Hungarian  Sunday-school  paper. 

5.  Rev.  Stephen  L.  Harsanyi  is  our  traveling 
Hungarian  missionary. 

6.  He  is  organizing  “The  Hungarian  Christian 
Association,”  to  interest  his  scattered  countrymen, 
to  awaken  in  them  the  hope  of  pastors,  and  to  gath¬ 
er  from  them  money  for  this  great  work.

THE  PROGRESS  OF  THE  REFORMED 
CHURCH  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA. 

ONLY  within  the  last  fifteen  years 
has  aggressive  missionary  work 
been  undertaken  in  North  Caro¬ 
lina.  Remarkable  success  has  attended 
this  effort  as  is  readily  seen  from  the  fact 
that  within  that  period  congregations  have 
been  organized  and  churches  built  at 
twenty-two  additional  points.  Many  oth¬ 
er  new  churches  and  parsonages  have  also 
been  built.  All  of  these  congregations  are 
in  the  very  heart  of  the  great  new  indus¬ 
trial  section  of  the  Piedmont  region,  and 
many  of  them  are  in  the  large  towns  and 
cities.  Every  dollar  appropriated  to  these 
missions  has  been  wisely  placed  and  tells 
in  the  building  up  of  the  Reformed  Church 
in  the  South.  The  success  of  fifteen 
years  of  earnest  missionary  work  shows 
that  North  Carolina  is  a  good  field  for  the 
Reformed  Church.  There  are  numerous 
other  towns  and  cities  offering  inviting 
openings.  Here  we  have  a  nucleus  of  over 
5  000  confirmed  and  unconfirmed  mem¬ 
bers.  Here  we  have  a  good  mission  school 
in  Catawba  College.  Here  we  can  make 
an  investment  that  is  certain  to.  return 
good  dividends  in  dollars  and  *eents,  in 
new  congregations  and  churches  and  par¬ 
sonages,  and  in  precious  souls  brought  to 
the  Master.  Such  an  investment  pays 
richly.

FACTS  IN  BRIEF. 

1.  The  Board  o.f  Home  Missions  is 
elected  by  the  General  Synod.  It  meets 
every  three  months  to  direct  the  work. 

2.  In  the  whole  Church  we  have  150 
missions.  Of  these,  one-third  are  manag¬ 
ed  and  supported  by  the  three  German 
Synods.  The  rest  are  managed  by  the 
General  Synod’s  Board  and  are  support¬ 
ed  by  the  five  English  Synods. 

3.  It  now  costs  abo.ut  $75,000  a  year 
to  carry  on  these  one  hundred  missions. 
A  healthy  and  growing  boy  needs  more 
food  and  clothing  every  year,  and  a

4.  And  our  people  are  giving  more. 
They  understand  the  work  better  and  so 
they  support  it  better.  Never  before  did 
so  many  congregations  pay  the  apportion¬ 
ment  in  full.  Many  are  giving  large 
sums,  and  many  are  today  remembering 
the  work  in  their  wills. 

5.  But  our  missions  also  are  liberal 
givers.  They  pay  an  average  of  $9  a  mem¬ 
ber  for  congregational  use,  besides  90 
cents  a  member  for  benevolence.  This 
shows  that  helping  themselves  in  such 
large  measure  they  deserve  our  help. 


THE  APPORTIONMENT. 

What  is  the  apportionment  V  That 
question  is  easily  answered.  The  whole 
sum  needed  by  any  Board  for  one  year  is 
divided  among  the  Synods,  or  apportioned , 
as  one  may  say ;  each  Synod  divides  its 
part  or  apportionment  among  its  Classes ; 
each  Olassis  divides  its  part  among  the 
congregations,  and  so  the  “apportionment” 
is  that  amount  "which  each  congregation 
should  raise  to  make  up  the  whole  amount 
needed  by  any  Board  for  its  work  for  one 
year.

OUR  CHURCH-BUILDING  FUNDS. 


1.  A  Church-building  Fund  is  $500  or  more, 
given  to  the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  and  bearing 
a  suitable  name,  that  o.f  the  giver  or  another,  and 
held  on  record  as  a  distinct  Fund.  This  money  is 
loaned  to  a  mission  for  building  a  church  or  for  buy¬ 
ing  ground. 

2.  The  first  Fund  was  completed  in  1887.  We 
now  have  over  150  such  Funds.  During  1903  an 
average  of  nearly  one  Fund  every  two  weeks  came 
into  the  treasury. 

3.  The  Catechumen  Church-building  Fund  No..  1 
was  completed  several  years  ago.  No.  2  lacks  only  j 
a  small  sum.  When  this  is  finished  No.  3  will  be  be-  j 
gun.  We  want  all  our  catechumens  throughout  the  j 
English  Church  for  years  to  come  to  have  part  in  j 
this  beautiful  work. 

A  Church-building  Fund  in  memory  of  a  father  i 
or  mother  is  a  worthier  memorial  than  the  erection  j 
of  an  expensive  monument.  A  Fund  may  be  given  j 
during  the  doners  life  time  or  by  will. 


THE  NEW  CHURCH  AT  BANGOR,  PA. 

The  corner-stone  was  laid  July  6,  1902.  It  was 
dedicated  June  1,  1903.  It  is  built  of  brick, 
with  brown  stone  trimmings,  57  x  100  feet.  It 
contains  a  large  audience  room,  Sunday-school  and 
reading  room.  Andrew  Carnegie  donated  $1,500  to¬ 
ward  its  $3,000  organ.  The  cost  of  the  church  was 
$25,000.  It  contains  a  number  of  beautiful  win¬ 
dows.

A  NEW  CHURCH  IN  ALLENTOWN,  PA. 

St.  Andrews  was  organized,  May,  1900.  Its  new 
church  was  dedicated  March  15,  1903.  It  was 
erected  at  a  cost  of  $35,000.  Its  dimensions  are 
96  x  95  feet.  The  auditorium  seats  650  ;  the  Sunday- 
school  room,  1,000  ;  when  thrown  together  the  two 
seat  1,500.  The  tower  is  108  feet  high.  The  win¬ 
dows  are  of  fine  art  glass.  The  building  stands  on 
the  corner  of  9th  and  Gordon  streets  and  has  three 
entrances.

A  NEW  CHURCH  AT  FREDERICK,  MD. 


THIS  church  stands  for  a  principle  in  Mission¬ 
ary  and  Church  Extension  work  worthy  of 
consideration.  The  wisest,  most  economical 
and  successful  methods  of  establishing  a  mission 
or  new  congregation  is,  first  of  all,  to  provide  a 
thorough  e  ^uipment.  This  flourishing  congregation, 
which  in  four  years  became  self-supporting,  has  a 
membership  of  260,  with  450  in  the  Sunday-school. 
It  was  organized  by  the  Evangelical  Reformed 
church,  Frederick,  Md.,  on  March  6,  1898,  with  43 
members.  The  mother  Church  provided  its  chapel 
for  the  regular  Sunday  services,  and  a  hall  for  Sun¬ 
day-school  and  other  purposes.  It  promised  $10,000 
towards  a  church  building  as  soon  as  Grace  church 
raised  $5,000.  Thus  $15,000  in  cash  were  made 
available  on  Nov.  2,  1901.  The  corner-stone  was 
laid  Aug.  4,  1902 ;  dedicated  Nov.,  1903.  It  is 
made  of  brick ;  dimensions,  62  x  147  feet.  It  con¬ 
tains  auditorium,  Sunday-school  room,  primary 
room,  library  and  consistory  room.  It  is  finished 


in  oak.  The  windows  are  memorials.  Lighted  with 
electricity  and  heated  with  steam.  The  interior  is 
finely  frescoed.  Entire  cost,  $26,000.  Practically 
free  of  debt.

HAZLETON’S  NEW  REFORMED  CHURCH. 

The  corner-stone  was  laid  June  8,  1902.  It  was 
dedicated  March  8,  1903.  It  is  built  of  brick, 
trimmed  with  blue  stone.  Its  dimensions  are  60  x  100 
feet.  The  windows  are  stained  glass.  The  Sunday- 
school  room  on  the  first  floor  seats  600,  the  audi¬ 
torium  above,  700,  and  a  gallery,  100  more.  It  is 
finished  in  oak,  heated  by  steam,  lighted  by  elec¬ 
tricity.

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OBITUARIES. 


REV.  WILLIAM  HENRY  ERNST  STEINECKER  was  born 
November  23,  1857,  in  Westphalia,  Germany.  He  came  to 
America  in  1873,  and  after  spending  a  few  years  in  Indian¬ 
apolis,  Ind.,  he  in  1877  entered  the  Mission  House  in  Wis¬ 
consin  as  a  student.  He  was  ordained  in  1884,  as  pastor  at 
Binghampton,  Wis.,  where  he  spent  two  years,  when  he  was 
made  superintendent  of  the  Mission  House,  which  position 
he  held  for  six  years.  After  serving  a  neighboring  charge 
six  years  he  "was  called  to  Plymouth,  Wis.  He  died  Sep 
temper  8,  1902,  in  his  forty-fifth  year. 

REV.  JULIUS  A.  HEROLD  was  born  in  Germany,  July  3, 
1824.  In  the  German  army  he  took  part  in  the  Schleswig- 
Holstein  war.  In  1851  he  was  married  to  Julia  Reichel. 
After  a  course  of  study  in  the  Mission  House  in  Wisconsin 
he  was  ordained  in  1870.  He  served  Sauk  City,  Wis.;  Salis¬ 
bury  Ind.;  Charleston,  Ind.;  Akron,  0.;  Youngstown,  0.; 
Pittsburg,  Pa.,  and  Allegheny,  Pa.  After  an  active  ministry 
of  twenty  years  he  became  disabled,  and  died  October  21, 
1902.  in  Allegheny,  Pa. 

REV.  GEORGE  W.  HENNING  was  born  in  Stark  county, 
Ohio,  January  5,  1833.  After  spending  many  years  in  public 
school  and  academic  teaching,  during  the  latter  part  of  which 
he  studied  theology  under  his  pastor,  Rev.  Peter  Herbruck, 
and  Rev.  G.  Ziegler,  he  in  September,  1862,  was  licensed  by 
St.  John  Classis,  Synod  of  Ohio,  and  in  July,  1863,  he  w7as 
ordained.  His  first  charge  was  in  Marlboro  township,  Stark 
county,  Ohio,  which  he  served  twenty-four  years.  Novem¬ 
ber  10,  1859,  he  was  married  to  Miss  Maria  Louisa  Long¬ 
shore.  At  the  time  of  his  death,  October  24,  1902,  he  was 
stated  Clerk  of  Eastern  Ohio  Classis  and  of  Ohio.  Synod. 
Also  he  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Regents  of  Heidelberg 
University  and  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  Heidelberg  The¬ 
ological  Seminary,  and  a  director  of  the  Deaconess  Home  in 
Alliance,  0.  He  held  also  several  minor  positions. 


REV.  CALVIN  S.  GERHARD,  D.D.,  was  born  October  3, 
1845,  near  Ivintnersville,  Pa.  In  1861  he  was  confirmed  at 
Petersburg,  Pa.,  by  his  father,  Rev.  William  T.  Gerhard. 
After  graduation,  at  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  in  1865, 
and  teaching  two  years,  and  a  theological  course  of  three 
years  at  Mercersburg,  Pa.,  he  wras  ordained  by  East  Susque¬ 
hanna  Classis,  October  4,  1870,  at  Sunbury,  Pa.,  which  field 
he  served  nearly  nine  years,  when  he  became  pastor  at 
Columbia  for  a  period  of  over  four  years.  In  November,  1883, 
he  took  charge  of  St.  Stephen’s  church,  Reading,  Pa.,  where 
he  spent  the  rest  of  his  busy  life.  In  addition  to  his  pastoral 
work  he  wrote  much  for  the  “Reformed  Quarterly  Review” 
and  the  “Reformed  Church  Messenger.”  In  1895  he  pub¬ 
lished  his  “Death  and  the  Resurrection.”  He  was  President 
of  the  Eastern  Synod  in  1891  and  of  the  General  Synod  in 
1899.  In  1891  Franklin  and  Marshall  College  gave  him  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity.  He  was  the  first  President 
of  the  Sunday-school  Board.  From  1885  to  1888  he  was  a 
member  of  the  School  Board  of  Reading,  Pa. ;  also  for  many 
years  he  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Missions.  He  was 
married,  October  12,  1871,  to  Miss  Emma  E,  Glase.  He  died 
October  29,  1902. 

REV.  THOMAS  FRANKLIN  HOFFMEIER,  son  of  Rev. 
Charles  F.  and  Margaret  Hoffmeier,  was  born  in  Lancaster, 
Pa.,  October  30.  1837.  Graduating  with  first  honor  at  Frank¬ 
lin  and  Marshall  College  in  1861,  he  took  his  theological 
course  at  Mercersburg,  Pa.,  was  licensed  by  Lancaster  Classis 
May  23,  1868,  and  was  ordained  at  Landisburg,  Pa.,  June  29, 
1869,  which  charge  he  served  nearly  four  years.  He  was 
pastor  at  Bloomsburg,  Pa.,  from  1872  to  1876,  at  Middletown, 
Md.,  from  1876  to  1897,  and  Mt.  Pleasant,  Md.,  from  August, 
1897,  to  the  time  of  his  death,  November  1st,  1902.  On  No¬ 
vember  2,  1869,  he  was  married  to  Miss  Sallie  M.  Ankeny, 
of  Clearspring,  Md.  He  held  many  positions  of  trust: 

Stated  Clerk  of  East  Susquehanna  Classis,  three  years; 
President  of  Maryland  Classis  twdce;  Vice  President  of  Poto¬ 
mac  Synod  once;  President  of  Potomac  Synod  once;  Corre¬ 
sponding  Secretary  of  General  Synod  at  Reading,  1893;  mem¬ 
ber  of  Board  of  Regents  Mercersburg  College  from  18S7,  and 
Secretary  of  the  Board  four  years;  President  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Maryland  Classis  two  terms;  member  of  Board 
of  Education  of  Potomac  Synod  from  October,  1891,  and  Sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Board  from  October,  1899;  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Potomac  Synod,  one  term;  Secretary  of 
Society  for  Relief  of  Ministers  from  1883. 


REV.  JACOB  DAHLMAN,  D.D.,  was  born  April  11,  1831,  in 
Elberfeld,  Prussia,  being  the  son  of  Rev.  John  Jacob  William 
Dahlman.  Coming  to  America  with  his  parents  in  1849  he 
for  a  time  worked  at  a  trade.  In  1860,  after  graduating 
from  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  he  began  his  theologi¬ 
cal  studies  at  Mercersburg,  Pa.  In  1862  he  began  his  min- 
istry  in  a  mission  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  Emmanuel’s  church, 
where  he  spent  eighteen  years.  In  1880  he  went  to  Akron, 
O.,  where  he  labored  twenty-one  years  more,  until  1901,  when 
he  organized  the  mission  at  Glade  Run,  Pa.,  which  he  served 
until  his  death,  December  23,  1902.  For  seventeen  years  he 
was  Stated  Clerk  of  Philadelphia  Classis.  He  was  the  Ger¬ 
man  Secretary  of  the  General  Synod  from  1869.  At  different 
times  he  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
German  Publishing  House,  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions, 
of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  and  for  fifteen  years  of 
the  Mission  House  in  Wisconsin.  In  1862  he  was  married 
to  Miss  Catharine  N.  Kopp.  In  1880  Ursinus  College  conferred 
on  him  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity. 

REV.  ISAAC  A.  SITES  was  born  August  9,  1846,  in  Fair- 
view,  Ind.  Passing  through  Heidelberg  College  he  completed 
his  theological  course  in  Tiffin,  O.,  in  May,  1870.  On  Feb¬ 
ruary  26  he  was  married  to  Miss  Samantha  J.  Winings.  He 
died  in  Tiffin,  O.,  March  10,  1903.  He  served  New  Jefferson, 
Ill.;  Dakota,  Ill.;  Freeport,  Ill.;  Columbus  Junction,  la.; 
Dakota,  Ill.,  a  second  time;  Ada,  O.;  Fostoria,  0.;  Navarre, 
0. ;  Ada,  0  ,  a  second  time,  and  South  Bend,  Pa.  He  wrote 
much,  and  be  published  The  Well  Driller,  Ned  Hampden  and 
Reformed  Robbers  in  book  form. 

REV.  ERNST  WILLIAM  HENSCHEN  was  born  November 
18,  1849,  in  Westphalia,  Germany.  In  1851  he  was  brought 
to’  America  by  his  parents,  who  settled  first  in  New  York 
and  later  in  Virginia.  In  1857  the  family  went  to  Fort 
Wayne,  Ind.,  where  he  received  his  early  education  and 
where  in  1864  he  was  confirmed.  In  1866  he  entered  the  Mis¬ 
sion  House,  where  in  1873  he  was  ordained  as  pastor  of 
Medina,  Wis.  In  1875  he  became  pastor  at  Manitowoc,  Wis., 
which  charge  he  served  until  1880.  After  a  pastorate  of 
four  years  at  West  Bay  City,  Wis.,  he  spent  about  a  year 
at  Salt  River,  Mich.,  and  in  1885  he  was  called  to  Lafayette, 
Ind.,  where  he  spent  twelve  years.  In  1898  he  entered  his 
last  field,  the  Fourth  church,  of  Cleveland,  0.,  where  he 
died  March  26,  1903. 

REV.  CHARLES  KNEPPER  was  born  in  Albany  township, 
Berks  county,  Pa.,  December  3,  1834.  At  twenty  one,  know¬ 
ing  scarcely  a  word  of  English,  he  entered  the  academy  at 
Towanda,  Pa.,  and  in  1864  was  graduated  at  Jefferson  Col¬ 
lege,  Canonsburg,  Pa.  After  a  short  course  in  theology  at 
Mercersburg,  Pa.,  he  was  graduated  there  in  1865.  August  8, 
1866,  he  was  married  to  Miss  Maria  M.  Crouch,  of  Mansfield,, 
O.  He  started  an  academy  at  Steinsville,  Pa.,  and  in  1867 
accepted  a  call  to  Forreston,  Ill.  Broken  in  health  he  took 
charge  of  Clarion  Collegiate  Institute  at  Rimer sburg,  Pa.,  in 
1870.  In  1873  he  founded  the  “Item”  at  Mansfield,  Pa.,  and 
was  its  editor  for  thirty-one  years.  He  died  at  Carnegie, 
Pa.,  April  3,  1903. 

REV.  LEWIS  HAMILTON  KEFAUVER,  D.D.,  was  born 
near  Middletown,  Md.,  January  25,  1827,  and  died  in  Tiffin, 
0.,  April  25,  1903.  From  1844  to  1847  he  was  an  apprentice 
at  cabinetmaking.  In  1848  he  entered  Marshall  College  and 
was  graduated  in  1852.  Having  in  his  senior  year  studied 
theology  in  the  Seminary  at  Mercersburg,  Pa.,  he  in  1853 
finished  his  course  there  and  was  licensed  in  October,  1853, 
by  the  Eastern  Synod,  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  was  or¬ 
dained  in  January,  1854,  by  the  Maryland  Classis,  at  Fair- 
field,  Pa.,  which  field  he  served  until  1857,  when  he  became 
pastor  of  Second  church,  Greensburg,  Pa.  In  1861  he  was 
cal  ed  to  First  church,  Dayton,  0.,,  and  in  1863  he  became 
pastor  of  First  church,  Tiffin,  O.,  which  he  served  thirty 
years.  Here  he  was  very  useful  also  in  Heidelberg  College 
‘(now  University)  and  the  Theological  Seminary.  From  1864 
to  1890  he  was  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College. 
From  1890  to  1901  he  was  treasurer  of  the  University,  and 
from  1894  to  1899  he  was  Acting  Chancellor.  From  1887  to 
1900  he  was  treasurer  of  Ohio  Synod,  and  for  a  number  of 
years  he  was  treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  of 
Ohio  Synod.  In  1881  General  Synod  made  him  a  member  of 
the  Peace  Commission  and  in  1884  of  the  Liturgical  Commis¬ 
sion.  In  1879  Heidelberg  College  gave  him  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Divinity,  In  1855  he  was  married  to  Miss  Amanda 
E.  Routzhan. 
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REV.  PETER  D.  SCHORY  was  born  near  Berne,  Switzer¬ 
land,  March  4,  1809,  and  died  in  Lancaster,  O.,  May  1, 
1903,  in  his  ninety-fifth  year.  At  twenty-three  he  came  to 
America.  He  spent  two  years  in  the  University  of  New 
York  and  two  years  at  Princeton,  N.  J.,  but  completed  his 
theological  course  at  Andover,  Mass.  He  served  his  first 
charge,  New  Holland  and  New  Providence,  Pa.,  from  1844  to 
1849;  Mt.  Bethel,  Pa.,  four  years;  and  the  remainder  of  his 
active  ministry  in  Lancaster,  0.,  perhaps  from  1855  until  age 
obliged  him  to  cease.  He  was  twice  married,  first  to  Miss 
Mary  Shriner,  of  Lower  Mt.  Bethel,  who  died  in  Gallon,  O. ; 
then  in  1859  to  Mrs.  Sarah  Green,  who  died  in  1879,  in 
Lancaster,  0. 

REV.  REUBEN  GOOD  was  born  near  Rehrersburg,  Pa., 
July  8,  1818,  and  died  in  Tiffin,  0.,  May  31,  1903.  He  was 
graduated  from  Marshall  College  in  1842;  and  after  teach¬ 
ing  a  year  in  Winchester,  Va.,  he  studied  theology  at  Mer- 
cersburg,  Pa.,  and  was  licensed  by  Lebanon  Classis  in  May, 
1845.  After  teaching  and  preaching  for  several  years  he  in 
1850  became  Rector  of  the  Preparatory  Department  of  Heidel¬ 
berg  College  in  Tiffin,  0  ,  and  was  Professor  of  Natural 
Sciences  in  the  College  for  forty  years  until  1890,  when  he 
was  made  Professor  Emeritus  for  the  rest  of  his  life.  He 
was  married  September  29,  1847,  to  Miss  Mary  J.  Winters, 
who  survives  him. 


REV.  GEORGE  B.  WALBERT  was  born  in  Macungie,  Pa., 
November  7,  1862.  After  attending  the  Keystone  State  Nor¬ 
mal  School  at  Kutztown,  Pa.,  he  taught  several  years  in  the 
public  schools  of  Macungie,  and  one  term  in  Palatinate  Col¬ 
lege,  Myerstown,  Pa.  In  1886  he  was  graduated  with  honor 
from  Franklin  &  Marshall  College,  and  in  1889  from  the 
Theological  Seminary  in  Lancaster,  Pa.  His  first  charge  was 
Orwigsburg,  Pa.  After  four  years  he  became  the  successor 
of  Rev.  Dr.  C.  Z.  Weizer,  at  East  Greenville,  Pa.  This 
charge  he  served  until  1902,  when  ill  health  obliged  him  to 
resign.  On  November  14,  1889,  he  was  married  to  Miss  M. 
Elizabeth  Gehman,  of  Macungie,  Pa.  He  died  June  13,  1903. 

REV.  LUCIAN  J.  MAYER  died  at  Oak  Lane,  Pa.,  July  27, 
1903,  aged  sixty-nine  years.  He  was  graduated  from  Frank¬ 
lin  &  Marshall  College  in  1858,  and  from  the  Theological 
Seminary  at  Mercersburg,  Pa.,  in  1860.  He  was  licensed  by 
Lebanon  Classis  the  same  year.  For  several  years  he  served 
at  Mercer,  Pa.,  then  the  Clarksville  mission,  and  later  at

REV.  ABRAHAM  BARTHOLOMEW  was  born  in  Danners- 
ville,  Northampton  county.  Pa.,  March  17,  1833,  and  died  in 
Lehighton,  Pa.,  August  15,  1903,  in  his  seventy-first  year. 
When  sixteen  he  was  confirmed  by  Rev.  Charles  Becker. 
After  a  classical  course  at  Easton,  Pa.,  he  spent  two  years 
in  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Mercersburg,  Pa.,  and  was 
licensed  by  East  Pennsylvania  Classis  in  May,  1861.  His 
first  charge  was  Nazareth,  Pa.  In  1864  he  removed  to  Le¬ 
highton,  Pa.,  and  served  that  congregation  in  connect ;on  with 
several  others  from  time  to  time  until  1894,  when  failing 
health  made  his  retirement  necessary. 

REV.  WILLIAM  D.  C.  RODROCK  died  in  Paterson,  N.  J., 
August  22,  1903,  in  his  seventy-seventh  year.  He  was  edu¬ 
cated  at  Mercersburg,  Pa.,  and  was  ordained  in  1852.  He 
served  various  pastoral  charges  and  also  acted  as  chap1ain 
of  the  47th  Regiment  Penna.  Volunteers.  For  many  years 
he  was  in  the  employ  of  the  American  Bible  Society. 

REV.  GUSTAVUS  FACIUS  was  born  in  Germany,  Septem¬ 
ber  22,  1830.  He  came  to  Baltimore,  Md.,  in  1847.  After 
teaching  some  years  he  in  1876  was  licensed  by  Maryland 
Classis  and  became  pastor  of  Zion  church.  For  some  years 
he  was  President  of  the  German  Orphan  Asylum  of  Balti¬ 
more.  In  1890  he  became  pastor  of  the  First  German 
church  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  which  he'  served  until  his 
death,  September  8,  1903.  He  was  one  of  the  chaplains  of 
the  Soldiers’  Home  in  that  city.

During  the  month  of  September  was  published 
“The  Minutes  and  Letters  of  the  Coetus  of  i 
the  German  Reformed  Congregations  in  Penn-  | 
SYLVANIA  FROM  1734  to  1792.”  This  is  the  crown¬ 
ing  historical  work  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States.
